According to New York traders there is every indication that 


the export demand will continue and that there Js reason to 
fear that American spinners, despite their policy of curtailment, 
will find ir diffienluto secure raw cotton in southern markets 
in competition with foreign buyers. Foreign spinners 
have 


taken practically as much cotton as last year. 
J Takings of domestic spinners for the season to date arc 1,083.- -t 
000 bale^ behind last season. American mill takings for the last j 
week >n April ran ahead of last year. Of this increase in tak- j 
inrs northern and Canadian mills, were responsible for 732,000' 
bales and southern mills for ol4,OOQ bales. 


Eastern traders report a rapid depletion of tbe certified stocks 


on account of liberal exports and the carry over supply prom- 
ises to be very thin ai th* close of this cotton year in mid 
summer. Europe may be broke but the Europeans increased their 
buyings nearly a million bales this season over last. 


This is a sirikinc demonstration of tlie ability of Europeans 


to come back. They arc in tlie market for American cotton. 
African millers are not buying and storing cotton in their 
warehouses. They bope for a 12,000,000 bale crop this year and 
they also hope that the new crop will be rushed to the market 
in Ancust and that the price will be 20 per ponnd or less. 


Cotton placed Texas on a high plane of prosperity last year 


and there is ao reason why the crop of 1924, if wisely marketed, 
should not make Texas tot mos; prosperous of all cotton grow- 
ing states.
